Lodge  to  the  upper  story  of  the  Court  House,  in  Hertford,  Perquimons 
county,  which  was  built  by  Albemarle  Lodge,  ITo.  77,  formerly  held  at 
that  place,  and  by  it  forfeited  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  had  besn  preferred 
to  the  County  Court  of  Perquimons,  by  petition,  and  tliay  had  refused 
to  allow  the  Grand  Lodge  any  thing  for  it ;  and  that  iliQ  Grand  Master 
had  not  thought  proper  to  institute  a  suit  for  it,  unless  so  instructed  to 
do  by  the  Grand  Lodge.

And  they  beg  to  express  a  hope  that  Subordinate  Lodges  will  se- 
riously consider  their  great  dereliction  in  this  remisness,  and  endeavor 
in  all  time  hereafter  better  to  fulfil  their  duty  in  this  respect,  for  with- 
out a  more  faithful  fulfilment  of  their  duty  in  attending  on  the  meetings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  making  their  contributions  for  its  support, 
Masonry  must  languish  in  the  State,  and  so  lukewarmly  supported  will 
soon  become  extinct.  Your  committee  have  had  several  communica- 
tions from  some  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  on  the  subject  of  the  Charity 
School,  proposed  to  be  established,  under  the  care  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
at  its  last  Annual  Communication,  the  consideration  of  which  was  laid 
over  to  the  present  meeting,  and,  also,  on  the  fees  for  initiation,  passing 
and  raising,  and,  on  account  of  the  very  thin  attendance  of  Delegates, 
would  beg  to  recommend  a  postponement  of  the  consideration  of  the 
resolutions  concerning  the  Charity  School  to  the  next  Annual  Commu- 
nication of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  inasmuch  as  some  of  the  Lodges 
complain  of  the  reduction  of  the  fees  for  the  conferring  of  the  three  first 
Degrees  of  Masonry,  which  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand 
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Lodge,  below  what  they  had  formerly  charged  for  them.  Your  com- 
mittee would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  viz  : 
Resolved^  That,  from  and  after  the  adjournment  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  it  shall  be  discretionary  with  the  several  Subordinate  Lodges  in 
this  State  to  establish  any  rate  of  fees  they  may  think  proper  for  confer- 
ring the  several  Degrees  of  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft,  and  Mas- 
ter Mason — provided  the  same  shall  not  be  less  than  the  rate  fixed  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Annual  Communication.
